dient and respectful.” The account concerning 
him concludes thus :] 

“ He has uncommon talents and activity, 
and by the grace of God, will be eminently 
useful. Considering the interest which the 
Christian public feel in him, and the many 
prayers which daily ascend for his conver- 
sion, we are cheered with the hope, that he 
is a chosen vessel of God to bear his name 
among the heathen. 

“ John Johnson is anative of Calcutta.— 
His mother is a Jewess of the race of Black 
Jews. His father isthe son of an English 
' gentleman by the name of Jubnson, and 
'a Hindoo woman, whom he married in 

India. Hbe is a merchant in Calcutta, and 
put his son on board a British vessel to 
send him to England for the purpose of 
recciving an education. On-her passage 
the vessel was captured by an American 
privateer, and ordered to New-York ; but 
ton her way thither she was retaken by a 
British frigate and carried into Halifax.— 
Here she was refitted, and sent on a voyage 
‘to England. But she fell in with an Ame- 
| rican frigate, and was taken and sent into 
| New-York. From this piace Johnson and 
the crew were put on board a cartel, and 
ordered to England as prisoners of war.— 
But touching at Grenada, in the West-In- 
dies, Johnson took the yellow fever. His 
case being considered hopeless, and the 
cartel about to sail, the Capt. fearing the 
infection, and knowing Johnson to be a 
friendless stranger,ordered himn to be wrap- 
| ped in a blanket, and laid on the beach to 
dic.

Histalents are | 
good, and his improvement very encourag- 
ing. ‘The committee consider him one of 
the most promising members of the school. 
“ William Kummoolah isa native of the | 
Sandwich isiands. He came with Captain | 
Robert Edés, to Charlestown, Mass. last 
year. He is a youth of about 17 years. He 
can speak but little of our language yeg,and 
is gradually learning to read and spell. To 
use the language of his instructor ; “ Wil- 
ham is a lovely boy. He is remarkably ami- 
able and affectionate. He has, during the 
past summer, evidently been the subject of 
religious exercises of some kind; though 
from ignorance of our language he is una- 
bic to give ap account of them. He has 
derived great advantage from his seri§us 


with him in his own tongue.” 

“ Simon Annance is from one of the In- 
dian tribes in Canada. He has been taken 
into the school on trial, and has so lately 
entered that the committee have not had 
opportunity to form any settled opinion con- 
cerning him; ncither have they any thing 
very interesting to state. If he should be 
continued in the school, we hope here- 
after to give a more detailed account of him. 

« Other students might have been admit- 
ted ; but the state of the school and of our 
accommodations would not permit. As 
soon as we can complete our establishment, 
and the principal arrives, we hope to be 
able to receive a considerable addition to 
our present number. We can have stu- 
dents, as fast as we can accommodate them 
and support them, Several are now wait- 
ing for permission to join the school. 

«“ The semi-annual examination of the 
school took place before the visiting com- 
mittee on the first Wednesday of Sept. 
inst. at 9 o’clock, A. M. It was an inter- 
esting occasion. Several of the ncighbor- 
ing clergy and a number of ladies,who have 
taken an interest in these youths, attended. 
‘Lhe students acquitted themselves to the 
satisfaction of all present. Their accuracy 
in grammer and arithmetic, and the hand- 
some specimens of their penmanship,which 
were cxhibited, were particularly remark- 
able. In spelling they found the greatest 
difficulty.

MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Bethelsdorp in South Africa. 


The Report of the Missionaries at Beth- 
elsdorp for the year 1816, contains many 
pleasing instances of the power of religion 
on the minds of the Hottentots, and of the 
affecting manner in which some of the na- 
tive preachers address the people. We 
have room only for a few short extracts. 

Jan. 7. Brother Sampson, (a. native) 
preached in the evening, from Dan. vi. 
16—20. ‘ Daniel in the den of lions.’ Hav- 
ing spoken on the text, he applied it to 
himself, observing that he had lately been 
in the hands of murderers, who had bound 
him, and were about to kill him; but that 
he had been wonderfully delivered. He 
eften exclaimed, ‘ Friends! come to 
Christ ; he will help you, for 1 myself have. 
been helped; he is able todeliver you from 
all danger and tribulation.’ The last words 
of his discourse were, * Come, come, come 
to Christ.” He then prayed fervently for 
bis nation, his teachers, and all people. 

Jan. 18.- A young girl said, that, in Dr. 
Vanderkemp’s time, she was convinced of 
her sins, but did her best to get rid of such 
thoughts; but now she must declare 
that Christ was tov strong for her; there- 
fore she bows down at his feet, and desires 
to take him as her only portion, both for 
this world, and for that which is to come.

Yesterday we had a visit from two of 
the principal Priests, of the Hee-chang-sze: 
Temple. Que of these old Priests, sitting: 
‘in my room with several othér Piiésts at- 
tending on him, expressed himself thus 
‘concerving Jesus : : 
+L have heard that the people in your 
part of the world, are exceedingly quarrel- 
sume, and that Jesus dissuaded them from 
‘cherishing that spirit, recommending mu- 
‘tual forbearance and a yielding temper. 
On this account,in a fit of passion, they.
